The round table discussion “Evaluation Foster 
Home Care” brought out number advantages 
well disadvantages any formal evaluation plan. 
Evaluation for the purpose finding out how 
successful unsuccessful organization various 
types work and for the purpose analyzing the 
methods, the techniques, conditions, that contrib- 
ute such results, making possible learn from 
failure well from success. The incidental by- 
products evaluation project may become greater 
importance than what might termed the direct 
results. The difficulty measuring spiritual values 
social work, the difficulty being objective, the diffi- 
culty maintaining standard unit judgment, and 
that providing device which scientific and yet not 
too cumbersome, must overcome. 

Emphasis was placed the value having case 
conference the time discharge from foster home 
care which all who had any contact with the case 
well others would participate. The need follow-up 
work and second evaluation conference the case 
from three five years subsequent discharge was 
also stressed. One speaker proposed that smaller 
agencies would helpful have group undertake 
such service through council social agencies.

The discussion brought out the following points: 

Many visitors want remain the capacity 
visitor because the opportunity offered for direct 
contacts with clients and the application case work 
technique. The visitor’s job important one and 
the visitor should have great deal contribute 
raising the professional status his job and under 
proper leadership should engage case work evaluation. 
The visitor who develops certain skills through his 
experience, study and research position ask for 
compensation proportionately. recent organization 
study group staff for the purpose child welfare 
study and case analysis was described Mr. 
Schiffner, the Children’s Home and Aid 
Society. Leadership this project has been promised 
the University Chicago School Social Service 
Administration. This project part the program 
organized workers’ council which hopes take 
active part policy making the organization. 

While some workers felt that there was danger that 
lay members agency’s board would dominate case 
work procedure visitors were too closely touch 
through attendance board meetings, etc., others felt 
that the worker should seek opportunities acquaint 
the board with the case work being done well 
get the practical help which lay members organi- 
zation can give. Thus both staff and board would 
integral parts the organization and each would 
contribute toward policy making. 

The question was raised whether would 
ethical for the case worker the executive “over 
the the supervisor, but was brought out 
the discussion that agency where straight-line 
organization did not exist and which every member 


had free access the executive would not necessarily 
unethical, depending the spirit the worker and 
the individual circumstances. The point was stressed 
that such freedom access executives was desirable 
but could easily abused worker. 

was the sense the meeting that further meetings 
the same nature would interest case- workers 
child-caring agencies. For the purpose furthering 
the organization programs was suggested that 
national council children’s case workers might 
formed within the Child Welfare League America. 
The question was raised whether the same pur- 
poses might not accomplished through the American 
Association Social Workers. Mr. Carstens and 
Mr. Cheney Jones were asked arrange for the 
appointment committee study existing local 
staff council organizations, and national council organi- 
zations case workers other fields, and promote 
interest local organization. committee will 
present report meeting staff workers the 
time the National Conference 1932. 


BRINGING CHILDREN 


Tart, 

Foster Home Department, Children’s Aid Society Pennsylvania 

Nothing more common today than advice about 
how bring children. Sometimes parents must 
wonder whether parenthood just naturally disqualifies 
them for knowing anything about children what 
with them, since there are many arm-chair 
specialists waiting tell how they would the job 
they had do. the other hand, must admit 
that often are better with neighbor’s child than 
with our own that the neighbor can get work out 
our laziest offspring where fail. There something 
it. easier bring the other fellow’s child, 
because not care much, are not personally 
involved, and neither the child. not suggesting 
that parents should care less for children, but merely 
offering little comfort for the fact that others can 
sometimes see and help where the parent baffled. 

who work with homeless children and childless 
homes, trying match them the best advantage, 
learn good deal about raising youngsters through see- 
ing many foster parents try out many different methods 
with all kinds children, even though ourselves are 
perhaps not parents. social workers psychologists 
are able combine personal interest with detach- 
ment not possible for the parent who emotionally 
tied the problem. The chief difference between 
foster parent and real parent that foster parent 
can get rid painful problem returning his bad 
child agency while the real parent has live 
through it. large part the job the visitor 
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child-placing agency, therefore, help foster parents 
live through the difficult times, until the child too 
much their own rejected lightly. 

Evidence the visitor’s usefulness the foster 
parent was brought our attention amusingly one 


occasion when one our workers, walking along 


street where some our foster children lived, was 
accosted strange woman. “Are you Miss Smith,” 
said the woman, “Miss Smith who visits Mrs. 
Johnson’s?” “Yes, Iam,” replied the visitor. “Well,” 
said the woman, “is there any way real parents can get 
the kind help you have been giving Mrs. Johnson 
with the children she got from your agency? Don’t 
you think own children need 

trust the visitor was quick witted enough tell the 
woman about the Parents’ Council and its Child Study 
groups. 

Sometimes even the foster child bears witness. The 
other day one our five-year-olds, happily placed 
foster home, was visiting the foster mother’s sister. 
The two own children this home were being bit 
naughty. Our youngster went over their mother and 
said earnestly, did you get your children, Aunt 
Mary?” got them from the was the 
answer. Quick flash she made her point, “Why 
didn’t you get them from the Children’s Aid Society, 
they have good children 

matter how rich experience one may have had 
with children, not possible tell any other person 
how solve his particular problem with his particular 
child. Every situation different and every parent 
the last analysis must work things out his way. Some- 
times, however, generalization based another’s 
concrete experience may helpful, venture 
leave with you two conclusions which have arrived 
after good many years working with children. 

all good. Life never one-sided, always good and 
evil, positive and negative. Children have bad days, 
unhappy feelings, fears, hates and jealousies, well 
joy, generous impulses, love and sympathy. All 


these attitudes are part living. The negative side 
better admit frankly feeling than have 
coming out unrecognized, uncontrolled behavior. 
likes, but should free feel what actually 
does feel. 

your child hating you the moment, you need 
not let him strike you because wants to, but you 


can bear his feeling instead trying deny 


make him guilty for having it, will recover the 
sooner. You, too, parent, sometimes hate 
child when interferes with your life. admit the 
hate not deny the reality the love. The child 
has all the emotions which adults experience and 
has right them. should learn respect his 
feelings and admit our own more freely. Behavior 
another matter. When comes action, one 
free, every child must learn. 

The trouble is, are unwilling bear 
fear unhappiness that try produce 
One youngster know, brought bay 
her mother’s insistence cheerfulness, turned 
with this well-merited rebuke, “Mother, can’t you 

The second conclusion, which find most 
particularly where the adolescent concerned, that 
children change, you just give them time enough, 
What parents need most all the long view anda 
conviction the reality growth. 

The child has within himself powers for growth and 
achievement, for realization and adjustment, that are 
never called upon the limit. Trust your child mor, 
take off the pressure your own fear, leave more 
him and you will surprised see how your insoluble 
problem may fade into nothingness. Sometimes the 
best thing that can happen for the parent grow 
discouraged that washes his hands the 
and stops trying, for when stop the child takes hold 
for himself and his strength victorious where ours 
Perhaps you cannot save your child, perhaps the 
chologist cannot either, but will save himself, nine 
times out ten, only you will let him. those 
are wrestling with the problems adolescence, this 
closing word. Cheer up, have patience—they 
change.

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SPECIAL SEARCHERS— 1901-1931 


From time time the question raised 
whether preferable for children’s agency have 
special home finding department have the workers 
supervising the children their own home finding. The 
following articles present the points view the visitor 
the department foster home care and the super- 
visor the Home Finding Department the Boston Chil- 
dren’s Aid Association. 


1901 thereabouts bright little Negro girl, 
sex problem and the victim vicious environment, 
was placed colored home where her needs 
would intelligently met. The visitor, already strug- 
gling with heavy case load, many them adolescents, 
suggested the difficulties incident search for 
colored home this type. “Don’t talk diffi- 
culties,” cried the inspired and inspiring executive. 
“Of course, there are difficulties, but the right home 
exists. your job find it. Get out and ring door- 
bells. from house house the colored sections. 
Eat grease with them it’s necessary, but find the 
home.” The home was found after search occupying 
most the visitor’s time for period several weeks. 
The impossible was accomplished, but what cost 
the needs the rest her troublesome group prob- 
lem youngsters may imagined. 

this present year grace, 1931, became neces- 
sary find free home for promising sixteen-year- 
old girl within the limits the only community which 
afforded the special educational opportunity that she 
needed. former placement had, for number 
reasons, been unsuccessful both foster home and 
toschool. could not afford risk another failure. 
The Home Finding Department flung itself into this 
high adventure with holy zeal. The search, almost 
house house canvass, occupied large proportion 
the time three workers for seven eight weeks, the 
girl, meanwhile, fitting happily into temporary board- 


ing home the community. Ministers, teachers, 


doctors, foster homes already use were canvassed for 
suggestions. During this time there was close coopera- 


ment. home, many respects admirable, was re- 
jected because the prospective foster mother was 


type, unable control her own small children 


and unequal making the needful community con- 
tacts for herself for our girl. After two months, 
home has been found; the foster mother, college 
graduate, alert, resourceful, expecting reasonable ser- 
Vices from the girl, and ready give not only “super- 
Vision” hut also personal interest 
Meanwhile, the visitor’s work with her group girls 


has gone undisturbed. Would not seem that the 
method 1931 more excellent way? Does any 
one criticize the expenditure time, money and effort 
involved search this kind? The reply that 
placing-out means anything, surely means using 
every possible effort not simply put the child into 
home but find the home that meets the needs that 
particular child. 

The writer would stress the importance friendly 
interchange and cooperation between the Home Finding 
Department and the visitors. said that there have 
been Home Finding Departments whose conception 
their work meant selecting home which seemed 
them suitable and then handing this home the visitor 
with pretty strong implication that would have 
this home none, regardless the visitor’s ideas 
based her intimate first-hand knowledge the child 
and its needs. The home finder’s investigation the 
home lays the foundation for the visitor’s later contact 
and awakens the foster mother’s interest and enthu- 
siasm. the visitor belongs the task “selling” the 
girl the home, interpreting her and her needs, and 
creating atmosphere mutual understanding and 
cooperation. 

Apart from the question special searches, the 
writer knows from actual experience both methods 
that when the visitor required the home finding 
addition her supervision job, the crises that arise 
group placed-out children and their emergent 
demands tend drive the less insistent call foster 
home investigation into the background, resulting 
delay and more less hasty and incomplete study 
the homes that apply for Kemp. 


social worker defending the merits separate 
home finding department, may wise begin with 
the subject relatively and say depends “ifs” and 
“ands” and “buts.” the department functioning 
adequately, that is, homes are really being analyzed, 
communities and their forces understood—this and 
more relation the individual child, the home 
finder prepares the newly discovered family for 
challenging adventure with its new charge; all this 
done, yet there trespassing upon the ground 
the visitor, who must herself enter the home and 
the final judge whether not place well 
equipped deal with certain child—then the home 
bound prove herself almost indispensable 
factor every child-placing organization. 

Having had the experience visitor organiza- 
tion where each worker finds her own homes—also 
visitor and later home finder society with home 
finding department, the writer has become convinced 
the many advantages separate department, pro- 
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vided that manned not novices (as unfor- 
tunately often the case), but workers who are 
ciently mature and trained the understanding 
the subtler human relationships. alert and effective 
department therefore the primary assumption 
which our arguments are based. 

the first place, what does home finding become 
the course visitor’s crowded days? secondary 
matter compared with Elizabeth’s enuresis and 
Jackie’s stealing. breaking into the continuous 
stream thinking about one’s charges. The result? 
Less careful investigation because the immediate 
need place the child; neglect such matters 
seeing all references, learning about the weak and 
strong spots the community and neighborhood. 
long there case work, there will pressure. 
long there pressure, there will the tendency 
save the situation hand and neglect careful evalua- 
tion the difficulties which may appear the near 
distant future. 

this point may pause for illustration? 
chronic little runaway suddenly placed himself 
home his own choosing and his visitor appealed 
the home finding department for immediate investi- 
gation. Several close relatives the newly elected 
foster mother had been among our most successful 
foster parents—besides, she was acquaintance one 
our workers. Surely was simple task that lay 
ahead. The trip out-of-the-way place was made 
car with two the society’s finest visitors and 
again and again the home finder was reminded that 
would not necessary, under such propitious circum- 
stances, make very long call, make special 
effort interview the man the family, visit the 
doctor the priest. Fortunately, the supervisor had 
left explicit instructions that complete investigation 
should made. Consequently, though the newly 
made home finder’s reason said with the case workers, 
“This waste time,” and though the hour was 
late, she went with careful inquiry into the home 
conditions. 

the course this investigation the discovery was 
made that the foster father had for three years suffered 
from tuberculosis and that neither the advice his 
doctor nor the condemnation the town had succeeded 
driving him into hospital, both for his own benefit 
and for the safety his children. result this 
investigation and the very friendly relationship estab- 
lished between the visitor and the foster parents, plans 
were made for the afflicted man enter sanitarium, 
his wife and family were examined experts, the home 
was disinfected, and arrangements for support were 
made through relatives and through the Board Pub- 
lic Welfare. man’s life was saved, family’s health 


safeguarded, organization child made secure—to 
nothing the commendation the townspeople 
quickly replaced their censure—all because the 
had been entrusted home finding department 
not overburdened visitors, however excellent 
work the latter capacity had proved be. 

the second place, the worker concentrating 
whole effort home finding constantly the look. 
out for score “details,” one may call them, yet ver 
important details, upon which may rest the 
rejection acceptance the home. These details may 
easily escape the eye one who only occasionally jp. 
vestigates home. the child the 
apartment? How does his mother deal with him? 
what will their influence our little charge be, vig 
versa? stable the financial situation 
prospective foster home today, and how stable 
likely six months hence? And the 
pour into the home finder’s mind steady stream. 

the third place—objectivity, that indispensabk 
factor choosing home. know all the 
Nellie’s disposition and see the essentials the hom 
which would make her happy, troublesome 
indeed. The home finder, being farther removed from 
the trying situation, can look quite 
the outstanding facts relating Nellie’s 
the same manner she views the prospective foste 
home. Many petty details this home, which may 
loom large before the eyes solicitous visitor, dis 
appear the home finder sits the presence 
woman whose kindliness, fearlessness and quiet sense 
humor would make her master any situation 
which Nellie would responsible. 

Last all, the educational aspect home finding 
Scarcely week passes without someone—a 
doctor, some other reference—inquiring for 
tion about the work the organization. 
the course “special search” are there many 
opportunities which the home finder will avail her 
self; again, the visitor, pressed with emergencies, 


frequently unable meet the new demand. 

talk much about security being the supreme need
